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McCully: Fundraising 
isn’t defined by guilt

The creator of The Massachusetts Catalog of 
Philanthropy expressed his optimism for a wave of sincere 
philanthropy at a nonprofit forum on newly emerging 
donors and venture philanthropy Wednesday moming at the 
UNO Alumni Center. 

George McCully created The Catalog for Philanthropy 
to strengthen the culture of philanthropy nationwide. 

Philanthropy, as defined by McCully, is the private 
initiative for the public good focusing on the quality of life. 

However, McCully went on to say, ‘Fundraising is 
usually defined by guilting the rich. Now we're sceing a 
new generation that doesn’t buy it. The purpose of it is 
constructive. It doesn’t have anything to do with guilt.” 

McCully described these newly emerging donors as 
young, wealthy, risk-takers who want to see results. He 


explained that these are the people foundations need to go to 


because they're not interested in building institutions. 
“These folks want to change the world...preferably by 
tomorrow afternoon,” McCully said. 
Currently, only one in four people itemize charitable 
reductions, McCully said. In fact, the nation as a whole 


could multiply their giving by three times and not feel a j 


change in lifestyle. 

Foundations should look at income levels to devise 
strategic plans, McCully said. By organizing communities 
differently, foun. ions can increase philanthropy. To do 
this, the foundations must be collaborative, he said. 

However, the main emphasis should not be on “selling 
our organizations” McCully said, because it “poisons the 


discourse.” McCully encourages al! foundations to build | 


philanthropy not on guilt, but on desire. &

For the second year in a row .the 
football team will 
battle Pittsburg State in the opening 
round of the NCAA Division II 
playolts. 

Last year, the Mavs downed the 
Gorillas 14-3 in Omaha. This year, the 
game will be played in Pittsburg, Kan. 
Kickotf is set for noon on Saturday. 

Pittsburg State, under head coach 
Chuck Broyles, is 10-1, its only loss 
coming at the hands of Northwest 
Missourt State (35-31) in) October. 
Broyles is in his [2th year at Pittsburg 
State. His overall record is 99-10-1, 
including six conference titles, 10 trips 
to the post-season and one national 
championship. 

Redshirt freshman Neal Philpot is 
“Mr. Everything” for the Gorillas. As 
quarterback, the 6-4, 245-pound signal 
caller poses a double threat. He leads 
the team in passing (67-148-7, 1,219 
yards, 15 TDs) and in rushing (197- 
1,137 yards, 15 TDs). 

His favorite targets are junior wide 
out Aaron Bell and senior tight end Pat 
MeNally. Bell has caught [4 passes for 
332 yards and a pair of touchdowns. 
MeNally has hauled in 14 passes for 
187 yards and four scores. 

Philpot isn’t the only runner on the 
team. Redshirt freshman Anthony 
Hankins has rushed 86 times for 555 
yards and five scores. Sentor Anthony 
Chatman has carried 61 times for 529 
yards and eight touchdowns, but has 
missed four games due to injury. 

Kicking duties fall to Daniel 
Chappel. He is 6-10 from fleld goal 
range, but 53-57 PATs. Chappel’s 71 
points scored are second on the 
Gorillas to Philpot’s 90. 

Earl Henry leads the defense with 
an unbelievable 127 tackles,

The sisters are presenting a very different and 
humorous take on the Nutcracker. This is not the first time 
Dan Goggin’s Nuncrackers: The Nunsense Christmas 
Musical has been performed, but unlike the other plays, 
the nuns have built a cable-access station in the basement 
of their convent and are taping their performances and 
having them televised. The new addition can cause for 
added stress; things on stage do not always go as planned. 
For example, during a show earlier in the season, a cast 
member was struck by an unruly baton that sent her the 
hospital. 

Despite some mishaps, the nuns are in high spirits — 
holy ones, even. Their good moods are clearly visible 
throughout the play. The opening scene shows a beefy nun 
donning a large pink tutu over her robes. The Reverend 
Mother then proceeds to thud and bounce across the stage 
in the ballet of the SugarPlum Fairies with a smile upon 
her face. Another scene is “Jesus was born in Brooklyn.” 
jt takes a humorous look at Christmases of the past, 
including classic and not-so-traditional Christmas carols. 

Not only does Nuncrackers provide humor, it also 
gives morals and leaves one with a sense of “goodness”. 
An example of this is “It’s better to give,” where the 
Sisters find a winning lotto ticket, but realize it truly 
would be better to give than to have material things. 

Throughout the play is the reminder that the nuns are 
people, too, They are movers and shakers. With flashy 
dance moves and catchy songs, one can almost forget the 
habits they are wearing, Similar Nusense plays by 
Goggin have been performed all over the nation with wide 
success; the same is hoped to be achieved here in the 
Heartland.

When you are in trouble, go where more than four out 
of five college campus citizens go: Campus security, and 
visit our “Men of All Seasons.” 

Campus security officers are here to serve us in a vast 
number of ways, some common to us all and some new to 
even myself.

Millionaires in the making: 
UNO’s Investment Club

When people of all ages are asked what 
they want out of life, the reply is usually the 
same, “I want to be rich”. Why do people go 
to college? Is it to contribute to the 
betterment of society? Not really; after all, 
there is no money in that. Let’s be honest, 
we came to college for thing and one thing 
only, and that is to one day be rich. The Wu 
Tang Clan was right when they said, “ Cash 
rules everything around me, C.R.E.A.M., 
get the money. Dollar dollar bill y’all.” 

The members of UNO’s Investment 
Club are blazing new trails in chase for the 
almighty dollar, The Investment Club had 
been a longtime dream of David Volkman, 
chair and associate professor of UNO's 
finance, banking and law department. 
However, it was not until retired U.S. Army 
Col. Guy Cloud donated $500,000 to the 
University of Nebraska Foundation to 
establish the student-managed investment 
fund that Professor Volkman’s dream 
became a reality. 

The Investment Club has two 
components, one of which is the portfolio 
management team. The other component of 
the Investment Club is made up of all 
general members. In order to be on the 
portfolio management team, a student must 
be enrolled in FNBK 4500, Special Topics 
in Portfolio Management. However, 
membership in the overall Investment Club 
is open to all UNO students, regardless of 
grade level or major. 

The portfolio management team is in 
charge of choosing the companies that will 
make up the Cloud Fund. The team has 
$250,000 to invest in the stocks of 


companies that meet the criteria they set, 
using various methods of selecting stocks. 
Currently, the Investment Club's portfolio 
largest stock holdings are in American 
Technical Ceramics Corp. (AMK), Merit 
Medical Systems Inc. (MMSI), Dorchester 
Hugoton Ltd. (DHULZ), Prima Energy 
Corp. (PENG), Clark/Bardes Inc. (CLKB), 
and Nokia (NOK). The portfolio is very 
diversified and is comprised of stock 
holdings in the basic material, financial, 
services, energy, health care, technology and 
consumer non-cyclical sectors of the 
market. 

The mission of the Investment Club is 
to teach students the value of long-term 
investing and to achieve at least a 20- 
percent overall growth rate in the market 
value of the fund’s portfolio each year. 
Volkman says the only way to be truly 
successful in investing is to invest for the 
long, term. Investment Club Secretary and 
Cloud Fund Portfolio Manager Staci 
Campbell agrees. 

“Long term investing means expecting 
to ride out the ups and downs of the market. 
Don’t buy stocks just to make a quick buck. 
Don’t dump a stock the first time it does 
down. The best way to shield your portfolio 
from market downturns is to choose 
companies with the most growth potential 
and best performance record in a weak 
market,” Campbell says. 

When the members of the portfolio 
management team were asked for advice for 
students interested in investing, they 
suggested not to “invest what you can’t 
afford to lose. Make sure you save at least

Health news: 
What women should know

* College women and exercise 

Women exercise for two reasons: to 
lose weight and to stay healthy. 

Exercise physiologist Shay McKelvey 
says just a half hour a day of walking or 
other moderate activity is enough to stave 
off heart disease, osteoporosis, obesity and 
disability. 

“Too many people take an ‘all or 
nothing’ approach to exercise,” McKelvey 
says. “But every little bit helps.” 

A survey of 1,200 adult Americans 
conducted by the international Health, 
Racquet and Sportsclub Association 
showed that college-educated women 
exercise as much for the psychological as 
for the physical health benetits. College 
women view exercise as a time to pet 
themselves “centered” and often feel 
guilty if they miss a workout. 

Additionally, the survey showed 
college women tend to do more aerobic, 
flexibility and strength training than non- 
college educated women. 


¢ Sexual awareness 

The Times Complete Family Health 
Guide has this advice for sexually active 
women: take the initiative in sexual safety. 

Women are encouraged to know the 
sexual background of their partiers 
whenever possible, Insist on your partner 
wearing a condom every time you have 
sextul intercourse. Don’t judge a book by 
its cover. People who don’t “look” as if 
they would fall into (he high-risk group for 


AIDS or HIV are not necessarily free of 
disease. Protect yourself and be conscious 
of the risk involved with sexual 
intercourse, 

Also watch for symptoms which may 
indicate sexually transmitted diseases. 
Some of the symptoms might include: 
genital spots, discharges or pain. If you 
have any of these symptoms, contact your 
doctor. 


* Women and the world population 

Education is the key. 

The United Nations Population Fund 
announced in a Nov. 7 meeting that the 
world population will soar to 10.9 billion 
people by the year 2050 if women aren't 
given better health and family planning 
education. Currently, the — world’s 
population stands at 6.1 billion. 

“Projected growth would take place in 
developing countries,” the State of the 
World Population 2001 report stated. *This 
will intensify poverty and strain the global 
environment.” 

Launched in 1969, the UN Population 
Fund works to find solutions to problems 
in areas such as women’s reproductive 
health, family planning and population 
development strategies,

The UNO swimming and diving team finished 2-2 last 
weekend with wins over Washington-St. Louis and South 
Dakota and losses to Truman State and Delta State. 

UNO’s dual meet record now stands at 7-3. 

Freshman freestyler Veronica Barna set a school record 
in the 1,000-meter freestyle with a time of 10:56.29. Her 
effort, a second-place finish in that event against defending 
NCAA Division {1 champion Truman State, was also a 
provisional NCAA-qualifying mark. 

Barna came back against South Dakota to take gold in 
the 200 freestyle in a time of 2:01.44. 

Senior Jamie Haferbier continued her dominance in the 


pool, posting five individual victories. Haferbier’s mark of 


1:08.89 in the 100 breaststroke against Delta State was also 
an NCAA provisional qualifying time. 
Junior Ali Peterson won three times during the 


weekend, cach win an automatic NCAA qualifying time. | 


Peterson came home first in the 100 backstroke twice (58.84 
against Delta State and 58.80 against South Dakota) and 
won the 200 backstroke (2:05.56) versus Truman State. 

Freshman Martina Zamecnik posted two NCAA 
provisional qualiiying times. She swam to victory in the 100 
butterfly against Delta State (59.56) and against South 
Dakota (59.09).

UNO’s men’s basketball team, coming off of a physical, 
defense-oriented defeat by Division 1 Creighton, stepped into a 
bizarro basketball world as the Mavericks ran and gunned their 
way to a 122-86 exhibition win over Dreambuilders. 

Maverick head coach Kevin McKenna said the extreme 
contrast in defensive styles between UNO’s first two games 
held some fringe benefits for his players, 

“It was interesting going from one defensive extreme to 
the other,” McKenna said. “We opened with Creighton, a team 
that puts a lot of defensive pressure on you, and then we played 
Dreambuilders, who basically let us pass and move as we 
pleased. We had a number of guys start making shots tonight 
and hopefully, that will give them confidence for future 
games.” 

Dreambuilders, a traveling club made of players who 
graduated from area colleges, surrendered a great deal of height 
to the Mavericks and it showed in the first half statistics. UNO 
out-rebounded Dreambuilders 30-14, including 15 offensive 
rebounds to Dreambuilders’ one. The Mavericks held the run of 
play throughout the half and entered the midway break with a 
59-38 lead. 

Despite sporting an cight-player roster, Dreambuilders 
made a very energetic start to the second half. The visitors 
reeled off six straight points to open play and managed to shave 
UNO’s half-time lead down to 13 before McKenna called a 
timeout to settle his charges. 

Fatigue and fouls, though, would begin to get the better of 
Dreambuilders and the Mavericks would take full advantage.
